Where Prohibition Prevafis. 


The prohibition district of de Park was 
fixed by the Board of Village Trustees. It in- 
cludes all the district between Thirty-ninth 
and Fiftieth streets, State street, and the lake, 
and all that section between Cottage Grove 
and Stony Island evenues and extending from 
Fiftieth and Sixty-seventh streets south to 
Eighty-third street, and running east from 
Jeffery avenue to the lake, besides other small- 
er tracts. Jackson Park is thus surrounded 
by the prohibition district, except for a strip 
two blocks wide lying just north of Jackson 
Park and extending trom Lake avente to 
Lake Michigan, and avother block at the 
southwest corner of the park. These two 
tracts are local option, and a strong effort will 
be made to keep saloons away from there. An 
application has been made for a saloon at the 
north end of the park, but a determined fight 
is being made to keep it out. 

The section of annexation law which, 
makes good the former ordinante of the Vil- 
lage of Hyde Park, and which the liquor men 
are suid to want repealeg reads as follows: 

When a part or the whole of an incorporated 
town, village, or city is annexed under the pro- 
visions of this act to another city, village, or in- 
corporated town, and prior to such ann?xation an 
ordinance was in force prohibiting the issuing of 
licenses to keep dramshops within said territory 
so annexed, or any part thereof, or providing that 
such licenses shall not be issued except upon pe- 
tition of a majority of the voters residing within 
a certain distance of such proposed dramshops, 
then such ordinance shall continue in fall force 
and effect notwithstanding such andexation ; pro- 
vided, the City Couneil or Board of Trustees, as 
the case may be, may, on petition of one-fourth 
ok the voters of the territory over which said 
ordinance extends, submit at an annual munici- 
pal election, but got oftener thon every other 
municipal election, the question to the voters of 
such territory whether or not an ordinance shall 
be passed authorizing the issuing of dramshop 
licenses for such territory. 

This section has been upheld by State 
courts and, in ah appeal, by the Supreme 
Court of Lilinois, That 1s the reason for want- 
ing it repealed. 

In Jackson Park and the Midway Piaisahce 
liquors will be sold pnder the direction of the 
World’s Columbian /Expostion, Saloons will 
be run under very strict rules, however, and 
only visitors to the World’s fair will be served.

One of them is located in Room 8 at No, 125 
Dearborn street. This place is said to be 
owned by a sort of stock company, with the 
Condons as chief owners of the stock. 

As is usually the case when concessions are 
made, the gamblers are already in a row. As 
one of the proprietors said yesterday: 

“A couple of fly cops come around at 9 
o’clock every night to see if we are violating 
the rule which limite the number of tables to 
two. The rule is absurd on the face of it, but 
we would not object if it were applied to all 
without discrimination. Thefact is, however, 
that one saloonkeeper on West Madison street, 
who has a political pull, is allowed to run 
from ten to thirteen poker tables every night. 
We men who make a business of gambling 
think that if a contract is made it should ap- 
ply with equal force to all.

GRIP CAR RUNS AMUCK | 


PATALLY INJURES A MAN AND DE- : 


STROYS TWO VEHIOLES. 


Many Accidents Attend the Trip Yester- 
duy Morning of Wabash Avenue Grip 
Sar No, 688—John Ebens Is Run Down 
~Grip Sticks in the Slot, Baker’s and Coal 
Wagons Demolished, Attempt to Run 
into the Wellington Hotel, and a Fine 
Horse In Killed—End of the Trip. 

Grip car No. 688 of the Wabash avenue line 
in the space of two hours fatally injured John 
Ebens of No. 77 High street, broke its grip, 
smashed a baker’s wagon, stuck in the slot, 
charged a coal wagon, and being derailed 
thereby tried to enter the Wellington Hotel, 
and finished by causing the death of a valuable 


John Ebens, who is a Polish laborer, got off 

a south-bound car at Forty-seventh street, and 
in doing so stepped full in front of north- 
bound grip-car No. 688. He was knocked 
down and dragged some distance before the 
car could be stopped. When picked up he 
was unconscious and bleeding from a se- 
verse cut on the head. This was at 7:30 
in the morning, and the man 

was carried into Rausch’s drug store at Forty- 
seyenth street and Evans avenue, where a 
clerk looked at him. The clerk called Dr. 
McCullough, who also looked at Ebens. Then 
some officers: of the Hyde Park Station ar- 


rived, and they also looked at him. Ebens 


was unconscious, but he had no money, and 
was clearly a person of no importance. 

Then, too, the street car company, with 
that pretty, retiring disposition which is its 
chief characteristic, wanted the affair kept 
quiet, and the police to have been 
perfectly willing, as up to 10 o’clock last night 
no report of the accident had been made at the 
Central Station. Inquiry at the ip 
Park Station last night elicited the reply that 
no such nt had occurred at the place

Sent Home in a Cable Car. 
Having been duly looked at, but not exam- 
ined; Ebens was left lying on the floor. An 
officer called the wagon, but just before it ar- 


rived the injured man revived enough to say 
That is 


that he hved at No. 77 street. 
well over on the North and the well-fed 
wagon horses Were not equal to the trip 
—neither was the driver. Consequently Evens 
was lifted to acable car, and WUfficer John 
Ward of the Hyde Park Station accompanied 
him home. Ebens was spitting blood and ap- 
peared to have serious internal injuries. He 
may have died on the way; the police do not 
know. 

Meanwhile the street car conductors were 
busily taking the names and addresses of 
every one on the cars who had witnessed the 
accident. As this took some time, and as the 
conductors refused to say how long the delay 
would be, many of the passengers got out and 
walked. When at Fortieth street the cars 
caught up with the wearied passengers the 
conductors wanted to extract another nickel 
from those who had already n aces 
down-town. 

After that everything went well ‘until Thir- 
ty-geventh street was reached, when the grip 
of car No. 688 stuck hopelessly in the slot.

Coupled and 
hitched on to the back of the wagon. Then it 
was drawn as fer as the cable vault at Four- 
teenth street, where the grip was lifted out of 
the slot.

One of the Aldrich company’s 
bakery wagons rashly attémpted to cross the 
track of the procession. A pile of splinters 
and crumbs marks the spot.

Then grip No, 688 was again coupled to its 
trailers and, still pushed by the train behind, 
started rattling down-town. The conductors 
hung as far out as they could and yelled warn- 
ings, while the gripman of No. 688 took both 
hands to the gong. In ponderous security the 
inevitable coal.wagon, fully loaded, started to 
cross the tracks «at. Jackson street. 
The driver didn't know the 
grip was broken and seemed surprised at the 
ringing and shouting. When he was dug from 
under three tons of coal later in thé day he 
still wore the look of surprise. When the 
gripman saw the collision was inevitable 
he prudently jumped. Grip-car No. 688 
frisked cheerfully off the rails, and, pushed 
ahead by the train behind, ran clear up on 
the sidewalk, missing the door of the Welling- 
ton Hotel by about two feet. 

After long efforts No. 688 was put back on 
the track and got as far as the curve on the 
Michigan avenue loop, where it jumped the 


track. The repair wagon was again called 


and came on the dead run. At Adams street 
and Wabash avenue car No. 302 of the Adams 
and Harrison street line atternpted to make 
the: crossing in front of the wagon. Un- 
able to check their speed the two 
horses dashed into the street car. The wagon 
pole was broken in the shock, the splintered 
end entering the side of one of the horses and 
killing it instantly.

Bank Examiners Recommended the Clos- 
ing—Liabilities Covered by Assets. 

Harnrissune, Pa., Feb. 20.— [Special. The 
closing of the doors of the farmers’ Bank of 
this city today was voluntary on the part of 
the directors, and nobody will lose a éent. 
Bank Examiner Krombhaar went over the 
books last Friday, as he says in a statement 
he has given out to the press, and noticed that 
the capital stock was impaired. He 
notified the directors and they prom ised 
to see that matters were attended 
to that would strengthen the’. finances, 
but it did not seem that anything was done.

Mr. Krumbhaar says 
that from what he can ather there 
will be more than enoug to ay 
all depositors in full outside of tne liability 
of stockholders of $100,000. An officer of the 
bauk says that the its are $193,000, and 
these are secured by bills, marketable securi- 
ties, and cash amounting to $239,000, in addi- 
tion to which there are doubtful securities, 
the bank building, and other assets that wiil 
swell the amount to $260,00u. There are vari- 
ous rumors as to what caused the tailure, 
some ascribing it to stock speculation, but 
they cannot be verilied until the assignee bis 
gone over the bocks. The charter of the bank 
would have expired March 27, and it was in- 
tended to call a meeting of the stockholders 
March 9 with a view to forming a national 
bank. There is no excitement over the Mat- 
ter and none of the other banks are effected.

ANOTHER SENATOR FROM KANSAS, 


Republicans and Democrats Will Name a 
Contestant—Lewelling'’s Manifesto. 

Tora. Kas., Feb, 20.—[Special.]—Another 
United States Senator will be elected from 
Kansas this week and he will be a Democrat, 
who will go to Wastungton to contest John 
Martin’s election. The decision of the Dis- 
trict Court last Saturday declaring the Popu- 
list House to have been illegally orgenized 
it is expected by all parties will be sustained 
by the Supreme Court. If this is done it will 
make the claim that Martin was not legally 
elected much stronger than it has been. This 
has been carefully ‘canvassed, and a joint 
caucus of the Republican Senators and mem- 
bers of the House was held tonight for 
the purpose of effecting. arrangements for 
holding a joint assembly of the members of 
the Senate and House to elect a Senator. The 
Republican House numbers sixty-nise mem- 
be rs and there are fifteen Republican Sena- 
tors, making a total of eighty-four in the 
joint assembly, or one more than a constitu- 
tionalquorum, The plan, as discussed in can- 
cus tonight, is to elect any Democrat on whom 
the three Democratic members of the House 
can agree. The favorite candidates among 
the Republicans are Col. A. A. Harris of Fort 
Scott, W. 8. Ro&sington of Topeka, and 
Baillie Wagener of Atchison. 

It is probable that the Democrats who have 
cons: nted to participate in the election will 
agree upon W. H. Rossington, and if this is 
dope there will be no doubt but that every 


Republican in the Legislature will vote for 


him. 

At noon today Gov. Lewelling gave the fol- 
lowing official statement’ in writsng to an As- 
sociated Press representative: 


Now that comparative quietness reigns Repub- 
licans are clamorous in their boasting and a 
to believe that they have gained their voint. It 
will be well to make inquiry and note the facts. 
Such inquiry will establish that the Populists 
have never lust sight of the one great essential in 
this contest and come ont of this imbroglio se- 
cure in its ponents That essential is the pres- 
érvation of the Populist House.”

It is a case in which th wish 
or even to command that the toilers shall be 
‘warmed and ted and comfortably housed and 
clothed is far from all required to effect the 
change hoped for. The work laid out in the 
resolutions for the committee to do is @ com- 
prehensive one. It is “to confer with the 
committee of the Legislature now iuvestigat- 
ing the sweating system, to promote remedial 
legislation, to organize consumers’ and anti- 
tenement house leagues, and to provide pe- 
cuniary and legal help for the enforcement of 
the jaws.” It is to be hoped the members of 
the committee will not weary in the good 
work, but persevere unto the end. 


WHY THE SCHOOL FADS SHOULD GO. 

The Board of Education will hold a special 
meeting Thursday next to consider the 
question of fad and frili studies in the public 
schools. The subject has been discussed thor- 
oughly in the papers.

THE SWEAT SHOPS. 

The meeting of Sunday afternoon in Cen- 
tral Music Hall was a timely one. A large 
and sympathetic audience listened patiently 
to the speakers who described the evils of the 
sweat-shop system, andeceived with strong 
approval the suggestions made for working 
towards a radical reform. The resolutions 
adopted denounce the conjoint housing of the 
poor and the manufacture of tlothing, as at 
present carried on in this and other cities, as 
* a covenant of death,” and the cause of many 
of the mysterious outbreaks of disease among 
well-to-do peuple. They call for arrango- 
ments which will give reasonable assurance 
to those desiring it that they are not wearing 
clothing that has been exposed to contagion, 
and assert the right of society to pro- 
tect the worker from doing harm to 
himself and the community. The resolutions 
also call for the passage of laws to constitute 
every room where the manufacture of cigars 
and wearmg apparel is carried on a work- 
shop, subject to such inspection and regula- 
tion as is provided for by the most advanced 
factory laws of civilized peoples, and to limit 
the hours of women and children working 
therein to not more than eight hours per day. 
They declare in favor of higher wages for 
these classes of work, and pledge the mem- 
bers to the formation of consumers’ leagues 
to give all their trade to merchants who sell 
uncontaminated goods. They further recom- 
mend the formation of trades-unions among 
the workers, and under them a committee of 
twenty-five was appointed to promote remedi- 
al legislation and to work otherwise for an 
abatement of the sweating-shop evil. 

It was stated by one of the speakers that 
the most fashiouable clothing is made in the 
same places as the cheapest. The work 
ordered and measured for in a well-fitted 
establishment may be sent to one of the 
vilest among the vile dens, in the sanitary 
sense of the term, to be stitched and trimmed. 
This revelation should be sufficient to arouse 
the more comfortable classes in the com- 
munity toasense of the duty they owe to 
themselves if not to others. There may be 
room for a difference of opinion mm regard to 
some features in the resolutions, but there 
can be none as to the right of the people to 
institute and enforce an adequate sanitary 
protection for all. Whatever can be shown to 
be really essential to such protection should 
be insisted on, though it be held that the 
liberty of the citizen ought not to be infringed

RAAB’S REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 
State Superintendent Raab’s annual report 
just issued is a pevuliar document. Elected

What he says in regard to the defective 
character of the rural school system is more 
to the point. That system is defective, and 
necessarily so in a comparatively new State. 
There are too many districts, too many schoo) 
boards, and too many schools. Mr. Raab’s 
proposal to improve roads in order to im- 
prove schools is entirely beside the point. He 
misses the great defect of the system. There 
can be no improvement until the school dis- 
trict system is abolished in the State ana the 
school township system of government and 
management established. Even then there 
will not be much improvement until provis- 
ion is made requiring County Superintend- 
enta to present satisfactory evidences of the 
qualifications for their positions before they 
are considered eligible for office. An educa- 
tional and pedagogical test might also be ap- 
plied advantageously in the case of the State 
Superintendent. 

The proposal of Mr. Raab that women 
should be excluded from teacherships in the 
ungraded school is the result of the State Su- 
perintendent’s prejudices and of his early 
training rather than his experience. He is 
apparently imbued with the Teutonic idea of 
the inferiority of women. As a matter of fact 
and of experience women teachers are more 
successful in the ungraded schools than men. 
They have more tact in dealing with the pu- 
pils. They maintain better discipline. They 
are more earnest and thorough in their work. 
The average male pedagogue of the ungraded 
districts is not a teacher by profession but by 
accident. He has no intention to follow the 
business for any lengthened period. His work 
is perfunctorily done. He is usually at war 
with the large boys and sometimes in love 
with the larger girls. There has been so little 
satisfactory result from his employment that 
the tendency is toemploy women. That is in 
the right direction, too, notwithstanding Mr. 
Raab’s recommendations to the contrary, 
which are evidently the outgrowth of his per- 
sonal prejudices and Prussian ¢éducation 
rather than his experience as an American

APPOINTMENTS OF SENATORS BY GOV- 
ERNORS. mE 

The Wyoming Legislature has adjourned 
without electing a Senator to suceeed Senator 
Warren, whose term ends March 4, and the 
question whether a Governor has a right to 
appoint under such circumstances becomes a 
practical one, A precedent has just been dis- 
covered which is very much to the point. 
Senator Read of Delaware resigned in De- 
cember, 1793. The Legislature met the fol- 
lowing January, but adjourned in February 
without electing a successor. The Governor 
made an appointment the 4th of March, but 
the Senate decided that the appointee was not 
entitled to a seat because a session of the Leg- 
islature had intervened between the resigna- 
tign of one man and the appointment of the 
other. 

The question to be decided by the Senate 
next March will be whether it shall be guided 
by a ninety-nine-year-old precedent. At the 
time that decision was made by the Senate in 
the Delaware case it was generally admitted 
that if the Legislature of a State refused to 
elect a Senator that ended the matter, just as 
it would have done had a State refused to 
send Delegates to the Congress ot the Confed- 
eration. Since then, however, there has been 
a growing tendency to look et the matter in 
another light—that the people of a State are 
entitled to two Senators, and that it is not in 
the power of the Legislature to deprive them 
of that right by deliberateiy adjourning after 
ailing to elect. This is the equitable ground 
to take, but the Senate is much inclined to be 
governed by precedents, no matter how nrusty 
and inequitable they may be. ‘

It also alleges fraud and asserts that the 
street railway company has dis of a 
great portion of the capital stock. Before 
the attachments were issued over $1,000,000 
of the eapital stock was transferred by Presi- 
dent Allison aud Secretary Brown to S. W. 
Fordyce and others. At a meeting of the 
directors this afternoon H. G. Ailison resigned 
as President of the company ana S. W. For- 
dyce, President of the St. Louis and South- 
western seal way company, was elected Presi- 
dent. Before disposing of the case Chancellor 
Carr. li issued orders enjoining the Thomson- 
ston company from negotiating the 6170, 
000 in notes ana ordered that they be held sub- 
ject to orders of the court. The National 
Bank cf Commerce of St. Louis was also en- 
joined from disposing of the $120,000 income 
bonds. The case will be heard on its merits 
at thé April term of the Chancery Court. 

The case is one involving $130,000 directly and 
nearly $1,000,000 indirectly to the electric com- 
pany.

R. L. Walkers Failure Will Cost Him Not 
$60,000, but $85,000.

McKinley will 
amount to $85,000, instead of $60,000 as re- 
ported.

STRIKERS ATTACK NON-UNION MINERS.

It Was Under'99 Years Lease to Him, and 
the Transaction Was on the Basis of 
$240,000 Value, Though by the! Nege-

The southwest corner of Dearborn and Van 

Buren streets is now owned in fee simple by 

H. H. Kohlsaat. For nearly four years he. has 

held a ninety-nine-year leasehold interest in 

75674 feet at this corner, and on Feb, 11 4 

deed transferring to him the fee was filed for 

record. The real significance of this transfer 
was veiled under a consideration of $1. The 
fee, however, was bought on a valuation of | 
$240,000. The history of the corner is rather 
interesting.

ONeill of St. Louis for $152,000. The pur- 

chase was mude for Mrs. Francis E. Ogden. 

Within thirty days she leased it to H. H. 

Kohisgat at an annual rental of $8,000 for five 

years and $10,000 for the remaining ninety- 

four years ofa ninety-ume- year term. The 
terms of the lease provided for the erection of 


2 twelve-story buildmg by the lessee ‘within 


five years from the time it was signed. 
Negotiations were opened with Mrs. Ogden 
and her attorneys, Norton, Burley & Howell, 
some time ago for the purchase of the fee. A 
proposition wag finally made by them in the 
nature of an exchange. They agreed to tura 
over the Van Buren street corner to Mr. 
Kohlsaat in case he would purchase for Mrs. 
Ogden income bearing properties, equally 
desirable, bringing in $12,000 a year or 5 per 
cent on 000. In accordance with this 
agreement Mr. Kohlsaat bought the fee of 
fifty feeton Michigan avenue about 150 feet 
north of Twenty-second street from Charles 
H. Deere for $110,000. This fee and $100,000 
in gold bearing 6 per cent securities have been 
turned over to Mra. Ugden.
